ANA Show Report 

I recently returned from the ANA World's Fair of Money show 
held in Rosemont, Illinois - a suburb of Chicago. It's the biggest 
coin show of the year, with a massive bourse floor and two 
huge auctions held by Stacks Bowers and Heritage. 

Some of my favorite purchases at the show included a 
awesome group of Capped Bust dimes, such as a rare 1821 
Small Date in PCGS MS-64+ CAC, an amazing 1831 in PCGS 
MS-66 CAC from the Gene Gardner Collection and a toned 
1833 Last 3 High dime in PCGS MS-64. Capped Bust dimes 
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are a underrated series, and they are significantly scarcer than 
the more popular Bust half dollars. Now would be a great time 
to put together a great set of AU and better Bust dimes. I have 
some world class dimes in stock right now and would be happy 
to help you. Bust dimes are my specialty and I actively stock 
them in XF and better grades. Contact me if you are interested 
and I can help jumpstart your collection. 

I also got in some lovely Large size Bust quarters, another 
series that I believe to be highly underrated compared to their 
larger cousins. I currently have in stock lovely examples of 
1818, 1820 Small O, 1821 and a world class 1828 in PCGS 
MS-64 CAC in addition to other quarters. 

I spent a whole week at the ANA show, and the action was 
nonstop. From pre-show business to the bourse floor and 
auctions, I ended up breaking my show record for sales. Buying 
was great too, with many fresh pickups on the floor. There are 
also many club meetings, educational seminars and other 
activities for collectors and dealers to attend. Everybody I 
talked to said this show was one of the best ANA shows in 
recent memory. I think that having the show back in Rosemont 
helped a lot, as it is easy for people to attend with Chicago's 
O'Hare's airport only minutes away by car. 

As always, the ANA auctions had great offerings from Stacks 
Bowers and Heritage. Stacks sold part 1 of the E. Horatio 
Morgan Collection, which featured a 1894 S Barber dime in 
PCGS PR-63 CAC that sold for over 1.3 million dollars. The 
collection had some incredible very rare patterns as well, many 
of them in old PCGS and NGC holders from the late 1980's and 
early 1990's. Stacks also auctioned the incredible Taraszka 
Collection of Early Eagles - a complete collection by die 
marriage. The 41 coin collection realized over 3 million dollars. 

Heritage's ANA auction included a group of phenomenal gold 
coins from the Joan Steinbrenner collection. The Steinbrenner 
collection included an extremely rare 1837 Proof Quarter Eagle 
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graded PCGS PR66+ DCAM CAC that sold for $576,000, and a 
3 piece NGC graded 1843 gold proof set that realized a 
combined 1 million dollars! Heritage also sold the amazing 
Castle collection of Indian cents which included the key date 
1877 in PCGS MS-66 Red CAC OGH. 

Upcoming Shows 

There is a few week break until my next major show, which is 
the October PCGS Members Only show in New Orleans. I 
always enjoy going to the PCGS shows. Legend puts on a 
quality handpicked auction and there is an intimate bourse floor 
with about 30 tables. Legend will be putting on a special 
auction that includes a incredible gold type set and a few 
amazing coins from the Bruce Morelan Collection. 

A few weeks after the PCGS show is the November Whitman 
Baltimore show. The Baltimore show is always a great show. 

It's held in the popular Baltimore Inner Harbor, and it is easy to 
get to by car, train or airplane. There is a large collector base in 
the Northeast, and it's definitely a can't miss event on the show 
calendar. Stacks will be selling the second half of the E. Horatio 
Morgan Collection which will feature an almost complete set of 
Bust half dollars by Overton variety. Also included is a very rare 
1838 O Proof Reeded Edge half dollar, and a key date 1796 
half dollar in PCGS AU-58+. 

Please keep checking my website in the next few weeks 
because I add new coins frequently. If you are looking to sell 
quality Bust or Seated coins or have anything that you might 
want to consign to me - please contact me. Also, please let me 
know if you have any coins on your want list that I can help you 
find - not all of my coins make the website. I have a growing 
number of collectors who give me want lists so I can help them 
find that special coin. 

I also set up at the Parsippany, NJ Show almost every 
month. It's the first Sunday of the month and it's always a fun 
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one day local show with good public attendance.
